HE deſign of this Book (now ready for the Preſs) is to give the 

World, A ſbort Hiſtory of the Relgina Houſes in England and 

Wales, containing the 4 and Qualities of the Founders, the time 
of the Foundation, the Order, Dedication and Valuations (both according to 
Speed and 4 of all Cathedral Churches, Abbies, Priories, Priories. 
Alien, Colleges, and Præceptories. Houſes of Fryers are purpoſely omitted, 
becauſe not endowed with Lands, Chantries becauſe they were not Incor. 
porate, and Hoſpitals, becauſe they conſiſted of Lay-Brethren. The Me. 
thod, obſerved in this Book, is to take the Counties according to Alpha. 
betical Order, and in them to deſcribe the Monaſteries according to the 
Seniority of their Foundations. After the Deſcription of every Monaſtery 
are inſerted References, not only to the Tome and Page of the Monaſti 
and to other Printed Books, wherein are any Memorials relating to that 
Houſe, but alſo to all MSS. whether Original Charters, Chronicles, or 
Leiger-Books thereunto belonging, which are yet Preſerved in any Libra 
ry, or private Gentleman's Cuſtody. The Coats of Arms of the Religious 
Houſes, as many as can be recover'd, may be Engraven on ſmall Co 
Plates, and prefixt to the Beginning of every County; to which end I 
Collected almoſt 150, few of which were ever Publiſnt. There ſhall be 
annexed two Indexe's, one of the Monaſteries,the other of the Founders. 

Mr. — Catalogue, and the Monafticon Ang. are the only Books of this 

nature, that were ever Printed; how defective and erroneous the former is, 
may be eaſily ſeen in the following Scheme: And as for the Moenaſticon, it 
is too Voluminous and Coſtly for the generality of Readers; and that Noble 
Work hath alſo its Miſtakes, and is capable of Additions, as will appear in 
almoſt every Page of our Notitia- Which may be Printed in 20 or 30 ſheets
